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Electrical Apparatus 
designed especially for use by Fishing Vessels

MERICA’S so-called ‘‘First In- 

dustry’’—that of  fishing—has 

taken great strides toward mod- 
ernization during the last few years. 
As in other industries, electricity has 
played a most important part in these 
advances. The use of floodlighting has 
been regarded as a luxury for the 
smaller fishing vessels, but when avail- 
able it has made fishing possible 
twenty-four hours of the day. A source 
of electric power makes the installa- 
tion of radio apparatus an easy matter 
—providing safety and entertainment 
for the crew, and—where market prices 
are broadcast—a complete up-to-the- 
minute report of the value of the catch 
of fish. Many times this knowledge 
has enabled the captain to go in with 
only a partial catch and obtain more 
for it than would have been possible 
had he waited for a full catch at lower 
market prices. Water in the bilges— 
long a cause of annoyance and danger 
—can be removed with a small bilge 
pump if some additional source of pow- 
er is available to drive it. 

The Westinghouse engineers in col- 
laboration with Charles E. Rice of 
Gloucester, Mass., have designed a 
marine generator and control panel 
unit especially for application on fish- 
ing trawlers and vessels of similar 
size. This generator has been equipped 
with specially impregnated windings 
which resist all the deteriorating 


‘agents characteristic to marine appli- 


cations. The brush-holders and all of 
the metal parts of these generators 
have been either specially treated or 
constructed of non-corrosive metals. 
Mr. Rice’s long association with the 
fishing industry has given him a thor- 
ough understanding of the requirements 
of electrical apparatus for marine uses. 


His experience influenced the design of 
these units, making them readily adapt- 
able to any existing mechanical power 
source such as either internal combus- 
tion or steam driven main or auxiliary 
engines. 

The complete unit consists of a gen- 
erator, a control panel and a suitably 








Generator, 












sized storage battery. Since electrical 
control circuits of this class require 
the use of a vibrating type of relay, 
it was considered poor design to mount 
the control panel directly on the gen- 
erator frame. An arrangement where- 
by the panel was mounted on the gen- 
erator would also require the location 
of the panel in a place which would 
be inaccessible to the engineer. The 
design of the control panel for these 
units took these features into consid- 
eration and resulted in a panel which 
could be located in any part of the 
engine room so as to be readily light- 
ed and accessible to the engineer. It 
contains a voltmeter, ammeter, field 
switch, field rheostat, armature protec- 
tive fuse and reverse current relay. 
It is also provided with a metal shield 
to protect the electrical circuits from 
dripping water. 

The generator has been designed for 
driving by means of either belts, chains 
or gears. It is equipped with very 
rugged ball bearings with an ample 
provision for hard usage such as is 
found with these drives. These bear- 
ings are lubricated with a semi-fluid 
grease requiring attention only once 
in 6 to 8 months. They are sealed 
against dust and moisture and the leak- 
ing out of lubricant. In general, these 
generators have been connected to the 
main engine, flywheel or crank shaft, 
to the tail shaft or to a small auxiliary 
Diesel engine which is often found 
aboard these vessels for driving winches 
located on the upper deck. The me- 
chanical arrangements necessary for 
connecting these generators to the power 
sources mentioned are simple and can 
be readily constructed by the outfitter, 
being influenced by the machinery lay- 
out of that particular ship, 
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charging 


By referring to the illustration of the wiring diagram 
the operation of these units can be readily followed. The 
upper part of this diagram shows the general wiring to the 
battery and generator and rear of the control panel. The 
lower part shows a schematic wiring diagram of the com- 
plete apparatus. The field switch shown at the left of 
figure 1 and the field rheostat, is used to render the panel 
operative or inoperative depending on whether it is closed 
or open as shown. When the power source is started and 
the field switch is thrown in the closed position, making 
the panel operative, the voltage builds up across the arma- 
ture and coil No. 5 to a predetermined value, whereupon 
coil No. 5 draws the armature and contacts No. 5 to a 
closed position. As the power source and generator speed 
increases, the voltage builds up and the charging rate ap- 
pears on the ammeter shown at the right side of this view. 
This charging rate is now controllable by the field rheostat 
over a range of 0 to approximately 60 amperes, depend- 
ing upon the speed ratio of the generator to the driving 
medium. In the event that the speed of the power source 
falls below a predetermined value, the battery voltage will 
then be slightly greater than that of the generator and the 
battery will ‘force a reverse current of not over two am- 
peres through the generator armature and the series coil 
No. 5 shown at the lower right hand corner of this diagram. 
With this amount of current flowing in a reverse direction 
the coil No. 5 will automatically open the reverse current 
relay contacts No. 5, thereby disconnecting the generator 
from the circuit, leaving the battery across the line ready 
to supply its power to the connected load. Should the 
source of power speed be increased, the reverse current re- 
lay will operate to connect the generator back onto the 
circuit as soon as the voltage is sufficient. Thus, the ap- 
paratus will function to maintain a dependable source of 
power at all speeds of the prime mover. 

These units may be used in conjunction with either bat- 
teries of the lead-acid type or the alkaline nickel and iron 
type. The size of battery and generator can only be de- 


4 termined by the electrical requirements of ship concerned. 
The generator and panel units are available in stock in 
three sizes, namely 14%, 2 and 3 KW eapacities. Larger 


capacities can be supplied for any application. The proper 
battery capacity can be chosen dependent entirely upon 
the services required of it and the time available for 
charging. A typical installation on a fishing vessel of the 
trawler type will use a battery capacity in the neighbor- 
hood of 150 to 250 ampere hours. The voltage of these 
systems has been fixed at 32 volts due to such factors as 
economics and low power requirements. 

The application of these generators, panels and batteries 
is largely a matter to be decided by the operator and the 
dealer, taking into consideration such factors as number of 
hours operation at night, first cost, total load, method of 
drive and operation costs. The practicability of these units 
has been clearly shown by the large number of them now 
in operation in the Gloucester Fishing Fleet.

Report Good Prices 
And Large Quantities of Fish

in Norfolk, Newport News, Hampton, Pheobus and 

places in North Carolina. Although the season for 
shad is said to be over on May 20th, some are still being 
eaught and sold in this part of the country. Running in 
larger quantities though, are croakers, gray trout, salmon 
trout, flounders, blue fish and an increasing supply of the 
famous Ocean View spots. From North Carolina there have 
been forthcoming several shipments of Spanish mackerel. 

Trawlers are still doing a good business with firms in 
this locality. One of the latest arrivals in Norfolk was the 
L. A. Jeffrey, out of New Jersey, captained by Henry Hilton, 
which tied up at Crosby’s, Norfolk. The Jeffrey, powered 
with a 50 H.P. Palmer, is to fish off the coast. Ballard’s in 
Norfolk and L. M. Neweomb in Pheobus are reporting activ 
ity, as are Easter Fish Company and others. 

Not even torrential rains have slackened the activities of 
the fishing population, large pound boats from Buckroe and 
other points on the Chesapeake Bay being seen in local 
ports daily. 

Seafood Industry on Verge of Boom 

‘‘The seafood industry in Virginia is not dying but is on 
the verge of a boom,’’ W. R. Berry, of Norfolk, bacteri- 
ologist of the State Bureau of Shellfish Sanitation, told 
members of the biology section of the Virginia Academy 
of Science in session in this city recently. He made five 
very definite points in the development of his message 
which was received in an enthusiastic manner by those who 
knew that his words were from his actual experience, not 
mere theory. 

Mr. Berry’s remarks in outline, giving his boom reasons, 
follow: 

First, ‘‘seafood is beneficial to health and almost an 
essential part of the human diet. Second, the rapid develop- 
ment of transportation facilities, making possible the dis 
tribution within a few hours to almost any place in the 
country. Third, the quick freezing process. Fourth, the fact 
that the sources of shellfish are areas of packing plants 
certified by proper officials. Fifth, the interest aroused by 
national publicity of the facts concerning the seafood in- 
dustry.’’ 

Another address before the same group was made by H. 
F. Pytherch of the United States Bureau of Fisheries and 
his message was that care could alone help Virginia to get 
its full production. He was optimistic in his predictions of 
progress for the old Dominion State.

Saves Oyster Beds 
From Diversion of Fresh Water 
By J. R. Nelson 


DECISION handed down recently by the United 
A siates Supreme Court regarding the taking of water 

from the Delaware River by the City of New York 
and diverting this water to another watershed brings to a 
close one of the hardest fought cases ever to come before 
the United States Supreme Court. 

New York asked for six hundred million gallons per day 
at the start to be increased as more water was needed up 
to twenty-five hundred m.g.d. New Jersey fought against 
this because of the injury sure to result upon all fishing 
interests by the diversion away of fresh water from the 
Delaware River watershed to the Hudson River. The most 
seriously affected fishing industry would be the oyster in- 
dustry in Delaware Bay. The oyster being a brackish water 
animal requires some fresh water to mix with the salt water 
of the ocean to give him a suitable environment. Under 
the conditions that have occurred for centuries oysters have 
grown and flourished in the Delaware Bay. To seriously 
change these conditions by diverting some of the fresh 
water from upstream to another water shed is to invite cer- 
tain destruction to the living forms that are dependent on 
a definite range of salinity for their existence. The natural 
enemies of the oyster such as the oyster drill, the star fish, 
the drum fish and the mussel, are all salt water forms. 
That is, they thrive in a salinity range that is higher than 
the salinity range of the oyster, though the two overlap. 
Naturally to increase the salinity of Delaware Bay would 
be to make more suitable the conditions for these oyster 
enemies. 

The United States Supreme Court has in their decision 
recognized this as they allow New York four hundred and 
forty m.g.d. provided this does not damage down stream 
riparian owners. This decision gives the damaged indus- 
tries some chance to come back at the parties diverting the 
water after the damage is done and does put a definite limit 
on the amount of water that can be taken. It is most un- 
fortunate that any water should be allowed to be diverted 
from the water shed of one river to another water shed as 
it creates a dangerous precedent that will lead to the de- 
struction of much natural animal life in any river where 
this is done. Unfortunately civilization is gradually push- 
ing back and destroying many of the world’s most valuable 
natural living resources. The pollution of many of our 
rivers and bays has already accounted for the practical 
disappearance of a number of our fishes that spawn in 
fresh water and the serious depletion of many others. 


Ship John Oyster Bed Dispute to be Settled 
Another legal ease affecting the oyster industry of New 
Jersey is the Delaware Boundary Case. This is to be tried 
before a special master appointed by the United States 
Supreme Court, the hearings to start in June. Included in 
the dispute is the Ship John oyster bed, a large natural 
oyster bed in the vicinity of the Ship John light house. 








Louis Fuerstein 


Norfolk suffered the loss of a well known member of the 
seafood industry during May, Louis Fuerstein, passing sud- 
denly one Sunday morning after he had suffered a stroke 
of paralysis while seated in church. He was a man of great 
popularity and was a firm believer in the maintenance of 
price levels and inter-port co-operation between firms en- 
gaged in the seafood business. He was well past 60 but 
was at his place of business up to the day before his death. 

Oysterman Gets Verdict for Damages to Grounds 

A verdict of $12,618 was returned in Norfolk Cireuit 
court for an owner of valuable land for oystering near 
Craney Island, close to Hampton Roads, for alleged dam- 
ages to his grounds by a dredging company. Placing of mud 
on his grounds was claimed to have constituted the damages. 
The decision of the jury is of particular interest at this 
time in view of the fact that there are other actions of simi- 
lar nature awaiting hearings in local courts. 
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The first dredge full of oysters came over the side as the 
natural beds opened May 1st. 


Through an agreement between the two states this bed has 
been closed to dredgers for a period of five years. Several 
violations of this ruling by dredgers in the past has re- 
sulted in the loss of the dredging license by the violators 
and one thousand dollars fine for each boat. : 


Captains Report Best Oyster Stock in Years 
On May first the dredging fleet opened the season on 
the natural beds. Two hundred and fifty boats took out 
licenses. The Captains are reporting that the stock they 
are catching is the nicest as to size and shape of any ob- 
tained for a number of years. 


Rainfall Stimulates Oyster Growth 
The greatly increased rainfall this Spring has resulted 
in a considerable lowering of the abnormally high salini- 
ties that have occurred in Delaware Bay during the past 
year and there is a much better chance of oysters growing 
faster and becoming fatter next Fall than there has been 
for the past two years. 


Oyster Growers to Exhibit at Atlantic City 

The State Board of Shell Fisheries, The State Oyster In- 
vestigation Laboratory, and the Maurice River Cove Oyster 
Growers and Dealers Association are planning to put on a 
substantial exhibit of shell fish and the various phases of 
the work connected with their culture at the American 
Fair, to be held at Atlantic City this Summer from July 
15th to August 30th. An effort will be made to have the 
meetings of the National Oyster Growers and Dealers 
Association and the National Shell Fish Association in 
Atlantic City this Summer. 


Double Bounty on Oyster Drills 

The bounty on oyster drills which was put into effect last 
September has been increased from fifty cents per quart to 
one dollar per quart. This bounty is paid by the local 
association and it is hoped that it is now high enough so 
that a number of fishermen will fit out with drill traps and 
go to catching them. To obtain the bounty the drills 
must be caught in Delaware Bay. A eireular describing 
the method and equipment used in catching oyster drills 
ean be obtained free of charge by addressing the New 
Jersey Oyster Investigation Laboratory, Bivalve, N. J.

for swordfishing on May 25, being the first of the fleet 
to get away.

Mildred Silva, Vasco da Gama, 

Carrie S. Roderick, Leonora C. and Mystie have hauled out 

of dragging and have fitted for swordfishing. The schooner 

Magellan and the schooner Richard Nunan from Portland are 

fitting for swordfishing.

The fleet 

will probably be one third larger than last year. Quite a 

number of the fleet sailed the first of June.

Two netters of the mackerel fleet landed fares in Gloucester 
on May 28, the first landings here of the season. The John 
A. Cooney docked at Murray & Tarr’s and the Sunapee at 
John Chianciola’s Wharf.

Governor Signs Fish Pier Bill 

On May 13 Governor Joseph T. Ely signed the bill author- 
izing the construction by the State of a Fish Pier in Glouces- 
ter Harbor. 

The bill was laid before the Governor, following enactment 
of the measure in both branches of the Legislature. 

Owing to the fact that the bill called for the issuance of 
bonds, a roll call vote was necessary in each branch, In the 
House the vote was 207 to 1. Representative Baker of New- 
ton being the only opponent. In the Senate the vote was 
38 to 0, President of the Senate Bacon asking that his name 
be called and voting for the bill. On the plea of Senator 
Cornelius F. Haley, of Rowley, the Senate remained in session 
for nearly half an hour after other business had been attended 
to so as to act on the Gloucester bill as soon as the House 
had been recorded. 

In brief, the bill authorizes the treasurer to issue bonds of 
the Commonwealth up to $660,000 and directs the Department 
of Public Works to build the pier subject first to preliminary 
agreements between the city, the Gloucester Fish Pier Cor- 
poration and the Commonwealth. The city must secure and 
deed to the State the necessary land and also provide suitable 
approaches to the pier. The holding corporation must agree 
te construct on the pier buildings to the value of at least 
$300,000. 

The bill is the result of a study by a special recess commis- 
sion of the Legislature last year, headed by Senator Haley 
and composed of Representative Estabrook of Haverhill, Web- 
ber of Gloucester and Jones of Peabody, and the members 
of the Public Works Commission. 


Sea Scouts to Sail Schooner ‘‘Elsie’’ 

The trim schooner Elsie, contender for International honors 
against Capt. Angus Walters’ Bluenose in 1921 will soon har- 
bor a crew of youngsters, members of the Sea Scouts organi- 
zation of Region 1, Boy Scouts of America. 

Under the supervision of Hilliard B. Holbrook, deputy re- 
gional scout executive, and Capt. Edward J. Norecott, navigat- 
ing officer, the former greyhound in the fishing fleet, is being 
renovated to accommodate 60 boys and provide for their amuse- 
ments. Utilizing every bit of the 900 feet of sail as her 
only power, two separate cruises of 28 days each ‘will be 
made from the Boston Navy Yard down the coast as far as 
Virginia, embarking July 6 and August 10. 

The Elsie was built in 1910 by Arthur D. Story of Essex 
and shipped out of Gloucester for 11 years before her name 
became more than a fisherman’s synonym for beauty and 
speed. Capt. ‘‘Marty’’ Welch who skippered the schooner 
Esperanto to victory in the first International Fishermen’s 
races, held in 1920, was in command of the Elsie and sent to 
Halifax in October, 1921 to repeat his achievements against 
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The schooner ‘‘ Alvan T. Fuller’’, of Gloucester, built by 
Arthur D. Story of Essex, and launched last March for 
Capt. Joseph Leavitt. Powered with a 275 h.p. Atlas Im- 
perial Diesel engine. Her dimensions are 88-9 by 22-3 by 
10-3, and she has accommodations for 14 men. She is 
equipped with Edison batteries, Hyde propeller and stern 
bearing, Stoddart oscillating type of steerer, Kinney clutch, 
and Tobin bronze shaft. She was rigged by Harry Chris- 
tensen with Plymouth cordage, and outfitted by L. E. An- 
drews § Co., who furnished the Marine Household range. 
Carpenter work was by T. Ralph Foley.

**Jorgina Silveira’’ Launched 

The new schooner Jorgina Silveira was launched from the 
yard of Arthur D. Story in Essex May 12. Jacob Story, 
son of the builder, designed the craft which measures 84 ft. 
long, 19 ft. beam and 9% ft. depth of hold. She is a hand- 
some craft and is to engage in swordfishing, commanded by 
her owner, Capt. Manuel Silveira. She is being outfitted at 
the United Sail Loft wharf. 

‘*Inca’’ Changes Hands 

Five years old, one of the most successful boats in the fleet, 
the local gill netter Inca, owned by Murray & Tarr and com- 
manded until recently by Capt. Lee Murray, has been sold 
to John Ciametaro. The Inca will now fit for seining under 
her new owner. 

A Peculiar Find 


On the deck of the local dragger Mystic when she docked 
ou May 15 at the Pier in Boston from the Georges, was a 
large elliptical shaped rock formation, dragged up from the 
ocean bed, in a stretch of water where the bottom was sup- 
posed to be smooth. The substance, resembling petrified mud, 
when broken, was found to contain many small quohaugs and 
small shells. Capt. Rose, believing the find to be one that 
would interest scientists and geologists, brought the rock to 
port and turned it over to representatives of the Harvard 
Museum of Comparative Zoology for study and analysis. It 
is believed that the earthquake tremors felt in that region in 
November, 1929, caused the formation, the pressure forcing 
the shellfish into it. 

Fisherman Died in Sleep at Sea 


Freeman Thomas, a member of the crew of the local hali- 
butter Adventure, and brother of Capt. Jeff Thomas, master 
of the craft, was found dead in his bunk May 16 when at 
day break he was called to take his trick at the wheel. Death, 
due to natural causes, had claimed this well-known fisherman 
as he lay in his sleep, and the sad news was imparted to 
Capt. Thomas, who dressed, took command of the schooner, 
and hastened to the Fish Pier at Boston, with the craft’s flag 
at half-staff.

Fishermen Aroused by 
Activities of Net Slashers 
By Alfred Elden 


ORTLAND fishermen are thoroughly aroused by the ac- 
tivities of alleged ‘‘deep sea pirates’’. Captain John 
Zappia, skipper of a large Italian gill-netter, went off 
to Cod Ledges to haul his nets when, to his consternation, he 
found that 10 of them had been slashed into shreds and his 
entire catch of groundfish stolen by unknown marauders. Not 
for years has such a serious offense, according to fishing codes, 
happened among the Portland fleet. The pirates did not 
take time to remove the gilled fish by the usual process. Instead 
they slashed great holes in the nets wherever a fish was held, 
dropping the gear back into the sea after securing the spoils. 
Three years ago several nets were stolen from boats and 
wharf sheds at Portland and fishermen lost several hundred 
dollars worth of gear before the thieves were brought to jus- 
tice. Destroying nets is considered even worse than stealing 
them and lobstermen, seiners, gill-netters and draggers have 
united in an effort to find the net-slasher. 


Boothbay Harbor’s New Plant Will Enlarge Industry 

Herman Burgi, of Portland, engineer who has had charge 
of the construction of the new Boothbay Harbor Fish & Stor- 
age Co., just opened for business on the East side of Booth- 
bay Harbor, gave an interesting address on the plant before 
the local Civie Club. Fish caught this Summer will be 
handled in immense quantities, and frozen so rapidly and 
thoroughly by the ammonia system that they will lose nothing 
of their food value for many months. The plant is operated 
by electricity. Mr. Burgi described the installation of cork 
walls, asphalt, and cement blocks to give proper insulation, 
the placing of 10 miles of pipe for carrying ammonia to all 
the freezing flakes and other features. A new ice freezing 
plant is nearly completed that will freeze 15 tons of ice daily 
which will be stored. 

John P. Kelley, manager of the plant, assured the audience 
that this new plant will greatly enlarge Boothbay Harbor’s 
fishing industry and furnish a market for many more fisher- 
men. He plans to engage in all lines of the fish business 
next year. There will be a wholesale and retail market and 
fish products of many varieties wil] be packed. 

Sardine Situation Summarized 

President Wm. R. McDonald, of the Atlantic Sardine Pack- 
ers’ Association, and also head of the E. W. Brown Co., sar- 
dine packers, South Portland, has sent the following circular 
letter to the trade: 

Gentlemen: 

Believing that you will be interested to know the 
conditions of the Maine sardine packers I am writing 
you an outline of the conditions as they are in brief. 

It is the opinion of the packers with whom I have 
talked, and it is my own opinion as well, based on 
the information at hand, that there will be no sar- 
dines canned before August Ist and we feel reason- 
ably sure that there will be none canned this year. 
The fishermen who build traps and weirs are not to 
build them this year. There is no incentive for them 
to. Understand that the fishermen are not on a 
strike. It is the conditions that they are facing and 
we will all have to wait a time until the conditions 
right themselves. It is certainly out of the question 
for the canners or the fishermen to do anything what- 
soever, 

There are still some goods in the packers’ hands, 
the lightest stock by far at this season of the year. 
One-half of the packers have no goods at all. A half 
of the remaining are cleaning up odds and ends, 
buying goods from ane another to fill out their as- 
sortments. The remainder have some goods; about a 
normal stock. 

I am simply. passing this information along. As 
the season rolls on check up and verify the contents 
of this letter. 

There’s the whole story in a nutshell. As stated in the 
May ATLANTIC FISHERMAN, a careful study of the herring

not likely to be any suitable fish for packing until the so- 
called Fall schools begin coming in in August or later. 

At a meeting of the Atlantic Sardine Packers’ Association, 
held at Bangor May 14, these officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: President, Wm. R. McDonald, South Portland; 
secretary and treasurer, James Abernethy, West Pembroke; 
vice-presidents, Francis A. Harding, Watertown, Mass., R. 
J. Peacock, Lubec. 

Reports were made by Dr. George B. Daniel, U. S. Bureau 
of Fisheries biologist, who has maintained a laboratory at 
Eastport for several months, and by Commissioner A. M. 
G. Soule, of the Maine Department of Agriculture. The 
federal and state officials. are conducting an exhaustive study 
of life habits and history of the herring for the sole pur- 
pose of determining standards for the Maine sardine pack. 
These reports bore out the earlier predictions that no suitable 
fish for packing will be available until August at the earliest. 

Ready for Seining Season 

Many craft were fitting up in May for the seining season. 
At Portland the Maurice B. Davis and the Elva were being 
prepared. Other well known Western Maine craft that will 
engage in seining when the mackerel and herring schools arrive 
in numbers are the Margaret and the Elsie, from Port Clyde; 
Trident, from Boothbay, and the Alert and Njorth from Mon- 
hegan. Captain George Rice of Boothbay will have a new 
boat ready for this Summer. Several of the large vessels such 
as the Pofisco and the Elinor and Jean, now gill-netting, will 
convert for seining in June. 

Increase in Power for Boon Island Light 

All fishermen will be interested in the announcement from 
the Lighthouse Service that Boon Island Light is to have its 
ecandlepower increased from 17,000 to 75,000, making it the 
most powerful light between Cape Elizabeth, near Portland, 
and the Graves just outside Boston Harbor Boon Island 
light is located on a small rocky island a few miles off Wells 
Beach and is the sixth oldest in Maine, having been built in 
1812. It has always been a landfall for all manner of 
coastwise and fishing craft.

Mount Desert Rock Lighted Whistle Buoy to be established 
about June 1, in about 288 feet of water, about 5% miles, 334 
deg. from Mount Desert Rock Lighthouse, buoy will have black 
and white vertical stripes, and will show a flashing white light 
every three seconds, flash 0.3 second duration, of 390 candle- 
power, 16 feet above water, visible nine miles. 

Blue Hill Bay—Four foot rock buoy 8, to be established 
about June 1, a red, 1st class spar, in 60 feet of water, about 
2,200 yards, 86% deg. from Darling Island, left tangent. 

Sheepseot River—Barter Island buoy 10 to be established 
about May 15, 1931, a red, 1st class spar, in place of Barter 
Island Lighted Buoy 10, which will be discontinued. 


New Keeper at Spring Point Ledge Light 

The retirement of Otto A. Wilson, 65, South Portland, af- 
ter 27 years service as keeper of Spring Point Ledge! Light in 
Portland Harbor, and the appointment of his brother Augustus 
H. Wilson to succeed him is announced. Before coming to 
Spring Point the retiring keeper served four years at Petit 
Manan. His brother, the new keeper, has been assistant at 
Spring Point for several years. 


Engineering Work Started on Cooper Dam Project 

Dexter P. Cooper, of Cooper Passamaquoddy dam fame, is 
back at Eastport for the Summer. He declares that instead 
of abandoning the project as has been rumored, he will devote 
his life to it. He said work would start immediately on that 
part of the engineering job that lies wholly within Maine. 
Some delay has arisen through failure to appoint George Otis 
Smith as chairman of the Federal Power Commission. The 
plans for the All-Maine project must be approved by the Pow- 
er Commission before work can proceed. 


Fish Scale Plants to Operate as Usual 
An announcement from the New York office of the Paispear] 
Laboratories states that their fish scale plant at Eastport will 
operate as usual this Summer. As the Meyer plant has also 
been moved here from Grand Manan the border city will have 
two pearl essence plants operating this season. 


Heavy Run of Alewives 
Owners of fish weirs at Bucksport were unusually busy in 
May as the run of alewives was a large one. One individual 
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The ‘‘Vida I’’, the new boat of Capt. Harry L. Peakes, of 
Vineyard Haven, and Jim Vincent, her builder. 
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catch in a single night was 11,000 fish, Up to the middle of 
May approximately 200,000 alewives had been delivered by 
Bucksport fishermen to Reuben Simpson, dealer. Decatur 
Bridges, of Verona, has also bought large quantities from the 
fishermen. 

At Damariscotta the annual run of alewives was also heavy, 
The first thousand fish taken on April 28 were sold by John 
Reeves for the record price of $50. The first smokers re. 
tailed at seven cents each. 


New Machinery Installed at Addison Sardine Plant 

Roy Prescott, of Machiasport, machinist at the Bayshore 
sardine factory in Addison, has been getting the machinery 
in readiness for the sardine canning when it does start up. 
This progressive concern is installing a can system for this 
year’s pack which will wash, clean and dry the canned goods 
after they come from the bath and deliver them in the ship- 
ping room bright and sparkling, all ready for the storekeep- 
er’s shelves throughout the country. 

Fishermen’s Protective Asso. Formed at Vinalhaven 

The Fishermen’s Protective Association, of Vinalhaven, 
has taken out papers of incorporation at the Knox County 
Court House in Rockland. The object of the association is 
to foster the practices of fraternity and for the protection 
and improvement of the fishing industry. The corporation 
will also engage in cooperative buying and selling. Frank 
N. Raymond is president, the other directors and trustees be- 
ing Eugene S. Laud, Lloyd Dyer, Albert Halstrom, A. Miller, 
Arthur P. Guilford and Will H. Laury. 


Small Boat Fishing 85 Miles Offshore 

Duplicating their former feat of going halibutting 85 miles 
offshore in a small boat, Captain Harry Greene and Albert 
Parsons, of Portland, returned May 25 after a week at sea 
on Cashes Bank. They brought back 1600 pounds of halibut 
and a desire for a long sleep. This is the second trip of 
these two adventurous fishermen have made to Cashes in their 
36-foot Hampton, feats never before attempted except by 
much larger craft. 

‘*Sadie M. Nunan’’ Is Going Halibutting 

The former Portland schooner Sadie M. Nunan has fitted 
out for halibut fishing and is sailing out of Gloucester under 
the command of Captain Alonzo Townsend. The Nunan is 
one of the famous old Cape Porpoise fleet and is now in her 
30th year although still going strong in competition with 
vessels of a modern type. 

Gaff 15 Pound Cod at Portland Wharf 

A 15-pound cod more than three feet long was seen swimming 
in the dock at Central Wharf by Samuel Holbrook who hopped 
into a punt and gaffed the fish with a boathook. There is 
no record of such large fish invading the Portland docks before. 

Coast Guard Brings in ‘‘Hortense’’ 

Captain Charles H. Berry and crew in the Cape Elizabeth 
Coast Guard surf boat went to the relief of the gill-netter 
Hortense, Captain Frank Doggett and three fishermen, whose 
distress signals were seen by a lookout. The boat had left 
Portland at midnight and when a few miles out stripped some 
gears rendering the power plant useless. They drifted around 
until daylight when the Coast Guard power boat towed them 
back to Portland. 

‘*Vera G.’’ Fishing 

Schooner Vera G. which is practically the only schooner 
which trawls out of Portland during the Summer is now ac- 
tively engaged fishing. 


Mackerel Off Portland Light 
Mackerel struck off Portland Lightship May 26. Captains

Signs Indicate Return to 
Trap Fishing and Seining 
By Joe Allen 


ITH the after end of May setting to looward, the 
W best thing we can say in these latitudes is that 

the Lord has sent the mackerel. There isn’t a 
whole lot more to be thankful for just at this particular 
time. 

The gear got in rather late due to the wholesale set of 
no’th-easters that hit us all through April and held up 
everything that it didn’t take to looward. The heaviest 
breeze hit just at the tail end of the month and it has taken 
about all of May for the boys to get over the effects of it. 

The boat fishing had been going on regularly in between 
puffs and the lobsters had started to run well but after the 
blow they seemed to shift their moorings for they haven’t 
run as well since. 

Seup arrived almost a month late and the largest haul 
up to the date of this writing was only nine barrels taken 
in one of the Menemsha Bight traps, run by Campbell and 
Flanders. A few butters have been taken right along and 
a fair run of squid, but only a fraction of what we had 
a year ago. 

: But the mackerel have been running and are still running 
just heavy enough to keep the market bobbing like a pan 
of jelly in a banker’s fo’castle. 

Here and hereabouts, the seiners have been completely 
out of luck. The mackerel have favored the traps, drag- 
netters and even the set-nets, but somehow the seiners 
have failed to connect. These fish are mostly of a good 
size, but the oldest of old-timers swear by the great hook- 
block that they are not the first run. Where the first ones 
went to, no one knows, for they didn’t strike on here. 

Hand-lining struck on in good shape before the middle 
of the month, but the fleet hung to the tauthaug for about 
two weeks. The heft of these fish have always been con- 
sumed by the Portuguese people and since the nearby main- 
land mills have shut down and laid off help, the retail trade 


in tauthaug has dropped just about fifty percent and the 
price has been cut accordingly. 

And so, the hookers tackled the seup along the latter 
part of the month, earlier than common but the luck has 
been very good and more than that, they have picked up a 
fair jag of sea-bass along with them. 

This is pretty early for either of these fish to be biting 
well, measured by the standards of recent years, but there 
are several other things happening along the same line. 

The squiteague continue to run heavier all along the 
shore and striped bass were taken near the Vineyard the 
week of the twentieth, quite a number of ’em and weigh- 
ing up to twenty-five pounds. Jellyfish and similar junk 
showed up way ahead of schedule and these critters are 
blamed for the loss of five heart-stakes out of a set of trap 
gear. They filled the twine full and something had to let go. 

Flukes hit earlier than they have for years and are run- 
ning very large. Ten pound fish have been common and 
still are. These are about the only ground-fish that are 
marketing well at the present time and they go well every- 
where except in the Boston market. 

Everything indicates a turnover in our local fisheries and 
a return to the conditions of twenty-five or thirty years 
ago. Last year showed the same indications and the year 
before that, but the signs didn’t appear nearly as early in 
the season as this year. Vineyard Sound used to be a trap- 
fisherman’s haven, and seining was carried on wherever 
there was a strip of sand beach. All these things died out 
a quarter century back and were almost forgotten until 
last year. 

Now the boys don’t talk about anything else and there 
is plenty of reason for it, with the sea-trout running ahead 
of the scup and the flukes along with ’em, while striped 
bass and bluefish are showing in quantities large enough 
to warrant fitting out to go after ’em. 

Changes in Marine Fisheries Laws 

Our representative in the Legislature, Capt’n Ernest J. 
Dean, reports that the revision of the marine fisheries laws 
will not be completed at this session and the recess com- 
mittee on which he is serving for the purpose will be con- 
tinued for another year. Illness of some of the members 
stopped the way of this body. 

Out of the bunch of laws that are being worked over, 
Capt’n Dean dug out a few that were shoved across the 
culling-board as emergency measures. 
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The closed season on dragging in Cape Cod Bay has been 
changed from April 1 to September 30, to May 1 to October 31. 

The crab law, requiring all hands to have a license to 
take these crustaceans unless for bait, has been demanded 
to allow anyone to take them for his own use without 
a license, and for bait as well. 

The bill prohibiting the sale of dead, uncooked lobsters 
is on the fire at this time and no one knows what will hap- 
pen to it. One thing it has already done is to cause the 
confiscation of a bunch of imported lobsters in Boston, by 
the state inspector of fish. This bill is backed by the 
Massachusetts Lobstermen’s Association, which is on even 
keel and beginning to gather headway. The recording sec- 
retary, Henry B. Nichols, has been hauled out for repairs, 
but is now in commission again, and an executive secretary, 
John L. Rothery, of Scituate has been elected. Brother 
Rothery is a regular he-man who organized the lobstermen 
down his way and can be depended upon to do the right 
thing at the right time. His Boston office is to be the bus- 
iness headquarters for the association. 


Dredging of Lagoon Pond Approved 

Still hanging fast to the subject of law and law-making, 
the department of public works approved the project to 
dredge the entrance of Lagoon Pond at Vineyard Haven 
and alloted the state’s share of the money to do it with. 
The Vineyard towns of Tisbury and Oak Bluffs appropriat- 
ed their shares last February, and there is nothing holding 
up the work now but the awarding of the contract. 

This pond is one of the finest shell-fisheries on the At- 
lantic coast, but for several years the scallops and quohaugs 
have failed to develop because of the lack of salt, caused 
by the shoaling of the opening. This is to be remedied, 
and jetties built to prevent a similar shoaling. For which 
the Lord be praised. 


Two Seiners Wrecked in Thick Weather 

Two fishermen out of Gloucester were wrecked on the 
Vineyard this month within twenty-four hours of each 
other, both were seiners. The first, the schooner Constella- 
tion, Captain Jack Grant, is a total loss, her bottom having 
been torn out of her when she struck 
a rock. The other, a thirteen-month- 
old vessel, the Marietta and Mary, 
struck a sand beach and was saved ; 
by the coast-guard. It was a thick 
spell of weather, but with little sea 
going. The Constellation was jog- — 
ging inshore to anchor and wait for 
the weather to clear. She had run 
from nine o’clock in the morning 
when it shut in thick, and it was b 
nine in the evening when she struck, 
some six miles off her course on the 
South side of the Vineyard. 

It was so thick and so still that 
the men didn’t know where the land 
laid, only about ten fathoms away. 
This was mainly because the captain 
had taken a sounding just as the 
schooner struck and got six fathoms 
where there shouldn’t have been over 
three. They took their personal be- 
longings and piled into their sein- 
boat and pulled off-shore where they 
anchored. Then they begun to sound |

Fishermen Win Their Fight 


Against Restrictions on Salmon 
By M. E. McNulty 


HAT nothing is to be gained unless a battle is put up 

for or against, has been proven by the modification of 

the restrictions on salmon fishing. The tax of three 
cents per fathom of net, has been replaced by a yearly license 
fee of $1. The proposed cutting out of the May fishing of 
salmon has been repudiated and the season was allowed to 
open May 15 and close August 15. With the exception of 
drift nets in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, where the season will 
be June 1 to August 30, the Miramichi stake nets must be 
raised the first two weeks of July, but can operate until Aug- 
ust 30. St. John River salmon fishing can begin May 1, 
to benefit the high water nets, where the May fishing is the 
best. In the Chignecto Bay part of upper Bay of Fundy, 
the season will be from June 1 to August 31, this late start 
and close being due to salmon coming in there late. Each 
week, during the seasons, there is a closure on fishing each 
week-end, ranging from 36 to 48 hours. In St. John harbor 
the weekly close time is 36 hours. Elsewhere the 48 
hours represents an increase from 36 hours. The opening 
of each set net is to be made 10 feet, for each weekly close 
time, whether the net is staked or anchored. The 48 hours 
begin Saturday morning at 8 and is not up till the same 
hour on Monday morning. The fishermen everywhere put up a 
fight against the three cents a fathom tax and the shortening 
of the season, particularly the tax. 

Meetings of protest were held in St. John, Shediac, Cha- 
tham, Bathurst, Caraquet, Shippigan, Campbellton, Dalhousie 
and Lower Charlo. The salmon fishermen were so active that 
Deputy Minister W. A. Found was sent from Ottawa to 
hear the complaints. He attended a number of meetings 
and heard the fishermen state their grievances. | When he re- 
turned to Ottawa, he submitted a report of his tour, and 
the modification of the original changes was the result. 


Shediac Oyster Beds to be Restocked 

The depleted oyster beds of Shediac Bay are to be re- 
stocked this year, which will mean a restoration of the oystery 
fishery for Shediac section after a lapse of about 15 years. 
Up until the beds were overfished they were very productive 
and the Shediac oysters went in large quantities to Boston, 
New York, Montreal, ete. The provineial government rights 
to the beds have been turned over to the dominion govern- 
ment, at the request of the Shediac fishermen, and the re- 
stocking will be under federal auspices. 


Conservation of Barnes Beds at Buctouche 


The so called Barnes oyster beds at Buctouche were not 
fished during the Spring. These beds are under lease to 
the Barnes family, one of the best known oyster producing 
families in Canada. The members of this family have 
been careful in nursing along the oysters in an effort to 
bring the Buctouche oyster fishery back where it used to 
be. For many years, Jim Barnes of Buctouche, was one 
of the biggest oyster producers in the Eastern provinces. The 
slump, due to overfishing, affected him as well as the others 
in the fishery in that section, but not as much. , His family 
has been aiming at reviving the fishery on its own account, 
and the beds under lease to the family have been showing 
more ‘oysters each year, thanks to the work and protection 
by the family. 

Miramichi Drift Netters Organize 

Following the organization of the Miramichi Set Net Fish- 
ermen’s Association at Chatham, there has been formed the 
Miramichi Drifters Association, for which only drift netters 
of the river are eligible. The aim is to improve condi- 
tions among the drifters. The organization meetings were 
held at Hardwicke, N. B. Affiliation will be sought with the 
Maritime Fishermen’s Association. The aims of the set 
netter’s association were endorsed by the drift netters’ body. 
Thomas Gulliver was elected President; Fred Savoy Vice 
President, and Charles C. Williston is Secretary-Treasurer. 
An advisory committee of six members of the new associa- 
tion, was elected. It was decided to send resolutions to the 
department of fisheries at Ottawa, and also to hold confer- 
ences with the fisheries officials of the Miramichi on fishing 
problems, including the definition of certain new regulations. 


Campaign Against Short Lobsters 

A campaign is in foree against selling short lobsters along 
the Fundy shore. All the fisheries officials have been active. 
In one group six lobstermen were fined $10 and costs at the 
St. George court. 

Beaver Harbor 

Grosvenor Wright of Beaver Harbor, has been having good 
luck with halibut in recent months. He has been making 
some good catches in his daily solo fishing. Mr. Wright is 
the proud holder of the record for having captured the biggest 
halibut ever caught around Beaver Harbor. He hooked it 
on a regular cod hook, No. 16, and being unable to haul it 
aboard his boat, towed the fish, a 300 pounder, to his brother’s 
boat, and the two Wrights pulled Mr. Giant Halibut in wrong 
and themselves in right. The two Wrights are veteran trawlers 
in Beaver Harbor waters.

E. Richardson & Son of Richardson, Deer Island, 
for F. Howard Greenlaw, wholesale fish dealer of St. An- 
drews, N. B. The boat is 63 feet long, 15 feet wide and 
seven feet deep, and is powered with a 45 h.p. Fairbanks- 
Morse engine.

Lobster Shipments 


Swamp Collection Service

HE lobstering season opened on the Richmond County 

coast on the Ist of May, and this district was then added 

to the Guysboro County coastline, in the territory covy- 
ered by the subsidized smacking service to Boston. Early in 
the month of May, the three boats Nova I, Nova II and Nova 
IV, found it impossible to keep their area cleaned up. _Lob- 
sters were being held in erates all along the shore in large 
quantities, waiting the arrival of the smacks for shipments. 
To relieve the situation the N. S. Shipping Company, which 
owns the boats, found it necessary to add another carrier to 
the fleet. Consequently, they took their crude oil boat, the 
Ile Madame off the Arichat to Mulgrave freight and passenger 
route, which she serves daily, and added her temporarily to 
the smacking service. She is a larger boat than the others, 
and on her first trip, sailing from Canso on May 12th, earried

305% erates. All of these had been collected on the Rich 
mond County shore. Late in May the Ile Madame was still 
being retained on the Boston route. 

The lobster fishermen are availing themselves of the advan- 
tages of this subsidized service to a much greater extent 
than last year. This is evident from the much greater quan- 
tity shipped up to date this Spring as compared with the 1930 
shipments. Over 2,500 crates had been shipped up to about 
May 15th this year, which was nearly three times as many as 
last season. 

Mild Winters Blamed for Scarcity of Fish 

The Lunenburg fishing schooner Clarence J. Morrow, Capt. 
Abie Cook, who is one of the old-timers of the Lunenburg 
fleet skippers, arrived in port here recently with an injured 
man, Noble Myra, who had been somewhat shaken up and 
bruised by a fall in the hold, while the schooner was operating 
on the Banks. The sick man was attended to by the port 
physician, and not being badly hurt, returned with his ship 
to the Banks. Captain Cook had found fish very searce since 
setting out from Lunenburg this Spring, although he had tried 
three of the usual good fishing grounds. He was inclined to 
blame the mild Winters for the past year or two for the lack 
of fish on the Banks. He thinks the fish may remain North 
because of the waters on the usual fishing grounds not turning 
cold enough. In support of this theory, Captain Cook reealled 
Springs of years ago, when drift ice would be in great abund- 
ance on the fishing banks and about Sable Island, and fish 
were also plentiful in those seasons. 

Herring 

Herring have been running in the Bay off and on during 
the month of May and a number of the Lunenburg fishing fleet 
have baited at Queensport. Edward Goodwin and Sam Hurst 
have been making trips periodically to Queensport and Guys- 
boro buying herring for sale to the lobster fishermen operating 
at Canso and the Cape.

Mackerel Traps Were 


Set and Working on May 20

HE Cranberry Head, Sandford and Western Fisheries 

Limited, have all got their fish traps set and working. 

The latter, which recently took over the trap and plant 
of the Burns Point Fish Trap Company, was the first to be 
in readiness and on May 20th, took about 800 pounds of large 
mackerel. On the following day the others pursed, but ow- 
ing to the fact that the waters were teeming with alewives, 
mackerel were scarce and only a few hundred pounds have 
been taken daily. It is expected however, that as soon as the 
run of alewives have passed mackerel will ‘be schooling in 
greater numbers. 


Lobstermen Pulling Their Traps Early 
The lobster fishermen all along these shores, despite the 
fact that there were yet several days to go, pulled out rapidly 
and took their traps from the sea. The lobster industry, 
for 1931, will go down almost as an absolute failure and a 
very large percentage of those engaged in the enterprise will 
not pay their expenses. 


‘*Alva J. Kenney’’ Launched 

The Alva J. Kenney is the name of a handsome freighter 
just completed by Jules Robichaud in his yard at Meteghan, 
Digby County, and launched about the 20th of May for D. B. 
Kenney, the widely known dealer in lobsters, fresh and salt 
fish, of Westport, Nova Scotia. The new eraft measures 78 
feet in length, 15 ft. wide and is equipped with a 105 horse- 
power Laval-Bergorson motor which, it is anticipated, will 
give the vessel a speed of about ten knots. The Alva J. 
Kenney is conveniently finished with pilot house amidship with 
accommodations for the captain and engineer. The vessel 
has a roomy forecastle with berths for three men and ample 
room for the cook and his galley. The craft has space both 
fore and aft for cargo and owing to the special planning, will 
be an exceptionally burthensome vessel. 

Mr. Robichaud also has on the stocks in his boat shop a 
large craft which he is building for Capt. Freeman Welch, 
of Westport, to be used for ferry purposes between Westport 
and Meteghan. The vessel measures 47 feet long by 11% 
ft. wide and when ready to go into commission will be fitted 
with a thirty-five horsepower motor. The craft will also be 
finished with comfortable cabins both fore and aft, which will 
afford patrons of the ferry very comfortable quarters. The 
craft is built of native hard wood and spruce, while the cabins 
are being prettily finished with Douglas fir. Capt. Welch ex- 
pects to have his vessel afloat and ready for service by the 
end of June. 


Adrift in Small Dory for Twenty Hours 

To be about twenty hours adrift in a small dory, in a heavy 
Easterly and Southeasterly gale, accompanied by heavy rain 
squalls and a cold penetrating fog, was the experience of For- 
man Outhouse, Harvey Haley, Howard and James Seeley, four 
of the crew of the fresh halibut fishing motor-vessel Two A. M., 
Capt. Howard Seeley, operating out of this port. The vessel was 
fishing on the Seal Island grounds and on May 23, the men 
left the eraft to set their trawls. Shortly after the wind 
commenced to freshen, the weather became hazy and suddenly 
fog enshrouded the sea. Rain commenced to fall and the four 
men, two in a dory came together and attempted to pick up 
or locate their vessel. The efforts were, however, quite in 
vain for in spite of rowing hither and thither over the 
rough sea they failed to find the Two A. M. and late in the 
afternoon they all got into one dory, abandoned the second 
one and shaped what they considered was a course for land. 
They rowed all night until about three o’clock the following 
morning when the men espied through the thick fog the dim 
flash of the Light at Cape Forchu, at the entrance of Yar- 
mouth Harbor. They continued their rowing into port and 
tied up at the dock. Beyond being well soaked by the heavy 
rain, somewhat exhausted by their long and continuous rowing, 
the men were none the worse for their experience and when 
their vessel came into port late the same afternoon the men 
were on the dock to greet her.

Schooners In Collision. 


Two Damaged, One Sunk

INUS six feet of her stern, her main boom and main 

gaff carried away, reporting the loss of all her fishing 

gear and otherwise showing the effects of a collision 
at sea with the steamer Canadian Winner, of the Canadian 
National Steamships, the fishing schooner Gilbert Walters ar- 
rived at Lunenburg and is undergoing repairs. Her skipper, 
Captain Edward O’Neill of Halifax, told of the miraculous 
escape from death of twenty-one members of his crew when 
the schooner was sliced as a piece of cheese by the 5,000 ton 
freighter. All of the damage was above the water line. With 
her trip almost completed, the Gilbert Walters was at anchor 
on Middleground Bank, 105 miles East of the Nova Scotian 
coast line and in a dense fog, when almost without warning 
the vessel was run down by the Canadian Winner, the crew 
stated. The first intimation that the freighter was so close 
came when her lights appeared through the fog, it is claimed. 
The Canadian Winner was bound from Montreal to Vancouver, 
Following the accident the steamer stood by and towed the 
damaged schooner to the mouth of Halifax Harbor. The 
Gilbert Walters was fitted out early in the Spring by Robin, 
Jones & Whitman, Limited, and had 650 quintals of salt fish 
on board. Had the Canadian Winner struck a few feet for- 
ward Captain O’Neill said, her sharp stem would have passed 
through the eabin and it is doubtful if any of the crew would 
have been saved. The fog horn and bell on board the vessel 
were being sounded at short intervals prior to the collision. 
All the vessel’s fishing gear set was abandoned. 


‘‘Elizabeth Ward’’ Sunk in Collision with 
‘*Pauline Winters’’ 

The schooner Elizabeth Ward, Captain Freeman Corkun, is 
at the bottom of the sea with a large load of fish and the 
schooner, Pauline Winters, Captain William Corkum, is in 
harbor at Grindstone Island in the Magdalenes, badly dam- 
aged and asking for a tow to her home port, as a result of 
a collision between the two vessels. There was no loss of 
life. Captains Freeman and William Corkum, the two com- 
manders of these schooners, are brothers. 


Riverport Request for Aid Refused 

The Council of the Halifax Board of Trade refused the re- 
quest contained in a resolution passed by the Riverport Board 
of Trade asking their co-operation in an application to the 
Federal Government for a subsidy for the fishermen along 
the South Shore of Nova Scotia. Although they were in 
thorough sympathy with the request the Council felt that 
they could not grant this assistance in view of the fact that 
the same aid was asked by other producers. Another reason 
given for refusing their assistance was that the Government 
has been cutting down expenses with a view to economizing 
and had asked that no such requests be pressed, at least at 
the present time.

Digby, Nova Scotia

OBSTER fishing in the Western Nova Seotia district, 

that is from the Halifax County line to Burns Point, 

Digby County, came to a close on May 31st. In some 
sections of the district receipts were fair and in others very 
poor. Causes contributing to the failure in a number of 
fishing villages were destructive storms, entailing the loss of 
valuable gear, falling markets and a seareity of lobsters. 

The scallop fishing in Digby-Annapolis is practically at an 
end for this year, after a season in which it is doubtful if 
many of the fishermen made very much money, The price of 
scallops was generally low and expenses running as high as in 
former years. 

The shipping of clams for export will be permitted after 
July 1st, when large quantities will be exported from Digby 
and Clare. 

**Souvenier’’ Changes Name 

The Souvenier, Capt. Oscar Outhouse, will soon change its 
name to Gwenmarena and its port of registry will in the fu- 
ture be Saint Andrews, N. B., instead of Digby. The new 
name of this tiny vessel, the smallest three masted craft in 
the world, is devised from three names,—Gwendolyn, youngest 
daughter of Capt. Outhouse; Marie, youngest daughter of L. 
B. Outhouse, and Ena, the only daughter of Blanchard Out- 
house. This trim little craft arrived in Digby after being 
rebuilt below the water as well as re-topped at the yard of 
Augustus Gaudet, Belliveau Cove. The Souvenier is regis- 
tered as 31 tons. She was built in 1903, for L. B. Outhouse, 
and in 1913 was lengthened and the third mast added. The 
vessel has had the same skipper for 28 years and has never 
met with a mishap. The home port is Beaver Harbor. 

Patrol Boats Overhauled 


The Fisheries Patrol boat Capelin, Capt. E. H. Lewis, was 
hauled up in Digby and given a general overhauling. The 
Capelin was on the job all Winter as a mother ship to the 
seallop fleet, and during that period made some timely rescues 
of boats that were in distress. The Bay View Lifeboat, af- 
ter being repaired at Belliveau Cove, is in commission again.

Fishermen Not Affected 
by Motor Vessel Regulations 
By M. Ryan 


ONFUSION as to the status of auxiliary boats which 

has existed in Canada has been dissolved and henceforth 

all motor vessels must be skippered by a certified master 
according to a circular to Customs Offices in Canada from E. 
Hawken, Acting Deputy Minister of Marine, which has just 
been issued. 

Although the circular contained nothing that was not al- 
ready well known to those familiar with the Canada Shipping 
Act, its issuance occasioned a good deal of surprise and its 
influence is bound to be severely felt in the Maritime Provinces. 

Many owners of motor vessels believed that as long as their 
craft carried a certain amount of sail they were classed as 
auxiliary or motor schooners and consequently would not re- 
quire certified masters. To such an extent was the law 
winked at, that owners placed sails aboard their craft mainly 
for this end. 

The first immediate effect of the circular was the tying up 
of a number of smaller auxiliary fishing schooners at North 
Sydney. This was the next day followed by orders of the 
Department of Marine at Ottawa to release them. It was 
pointed out that the circular had reference to freighters trad- 
ing along the shore in particular and would not apply to fish- 
ing craft. 


Mackerel Season Opens 

The mackerel fishing season in Nova Scotia is on. Honor 
of reporting the first catch goes to Captain T. Covey, of 
Indian Harbor, near Halifax, who captured seven large mack- 
erel in a herring net on May 19. The date was one day 
earlier than the first mackerel were taken at the Cranberry 
Head trap, Yarmouth, last year. 

One feature of the mackerel season this year is that Nova 
Scotia is again without a single seiner while seine boats are 
rotting on the beaches. Low prices paid for their catch pro- 
hibit the use of this method, the fishermen state. 

Numerous netters however fitted out and the last word re- 
ceived was that the main body of the mackerel have struck 
and that these boats are bringing in good fares. 


Crew of ‘‘Gossoon’’ Safe After Being Lost in Fog 

Lost from their vessel off the coast of Nova Scotia on 
May 23, almost the entire crew of the Boston fishing schooner 
Gossoon were safe.the following afternoon. Twelve landed 
at Sandy Point, on the Shelburne harbor shore, two at Port 
Latour and two at Black Point.

It is of the modified 
‘“gun’’? type operated by a 1/15 H.P. motor turning at 
something over 5000 R.P.M. The oil is introduced through 
the motor shaft into a small cup attached to the end of the 
shaft and is completely atomized by centrifugal force. At 
the moment it issues from the nozzle, it is caught in a 
whirlwind of air rotating in a direetion opposite to that of 
the nozzle from which it issues. This air is supplied by a 
fan forming an integral part of the burner. 

Thus the oil, after being completely broken down, is 
thoroughly mixed with air and burns without residue of 
soot or smoke. An air regulating shutter affords the 
means of adjusting the amount of air allowed to pass 
through the burner and thus the flame is kept in an effi- 
cient state whether it is at a high point or at a low point. 

The burner operates on 28 degree Baume oil without any 
trouble. This grade of oil is obtainable almost anywhere 
for about 7e per gallon which means surprising operating 
economy. Oil consumption runs from % gallon to 2 gallons 
per hour depending on the size of the appliance. 

As for the ranges themselves: the makers have taken 
their coal SHIPMATES, made the necessary changes in 
them, notably in their fronts and fire-boxes, insulated them 
and adapted them for use with the Ray Midget Burner.
